WeKE and K2CHZ have obtained 
one low band , four high band stations and five mublle transmitters, Von statés 


that thero is a lot more of this type of goar thot we will possibly gct later, 


All of this uquipment is wide band i'l, The PEC has OK'd its uso for CD Burpéses 


only, This equipment will provide cdditional communications channels for us, 


By having a base station in the bus and one at the CD center for 6 and 2 meters 


we will have two more chamels beside the ones now in operation, It may be 
well to define high band and low band for these who perhaps are not familar 
with these terms, The low band is just below 6 moters around 48 to 49 Mes, 
and the High band is 146 to about 152 Nes, As you can see it should not bé 
too much trowble to retune this gear into the ham bands of 6 and 2 meters, 
Some thought has been made concerning the possibility of converting this gear 
to narrow band Ti, but it was concicered at this time to be to difficault to 
undertake, The mobile units will be issued to hams who are willing to prepare 
them for mobile operation in their cars etc, and provice some means: for 
receiving, For further details come the club meeting on Oct, 17th for 
ecmplete details,

On eccations there crises by hems who build their cur rics etc. a need for 

2 voltage control divice, Such devices are used to contre] the output of a 
driver stage to avoid over driving a finel omplifier, Ths cire.its of figures 
1 and 2 are usually imployed’ in the scveen grid cf the driver stage to provide 
the desired ccntrol, However, it is often a provlen to find a petmtioneter 
of the correct resistance and wattage rating, Also, the control or the screen 
voltage is not linesr or is to narrow in veltege range te eintcin the proper 
control of the drive to the final on all bands, Some tine age I was feced 
with this problem. on my rige So here is the solution I came up with, The 
circuit in figure-is very much like the reoulator circuit used in many requ- 
Leted over supplies on the commercial market, Most of the parts can be 
scrounged from thet now fancus junk box, The seperate filament transforncr 

is need if you plen to use this circuit above plus or minus 90 volts, 90 volts 
is the hester to eathode rating of the tube, However, even this is no 
problem, A 6 volt 1 to 1 ratio transformer can be home brewed from alnost 

any small transformer in the junk box, 40 turns of #18 wire on the primary 
and thé same number of turns of 18 wire for the seccndary works very wéll in 
my rig. Connect the primary to the filement circvit for the other tubes in 
the rig. Of course if you want to loose you ham statis you conld go to the 
radio store ond buy an ordinary filement transformer, The 500,000 ohm 
potentiometer is « linear 2 watt tvpe.s I am planing to also use this circuit 
in a small supply as an auxillary output for a grid oscillator and experimental 
breadboard work, The maximum current output is the current reting of the 
regulator tube, Tubes that can be used for regulators are such tubes .

can handle the current you require,
